Several roou 'woro drowned in tho 
attempt. Twenty thousand persons were de- 
prived of means of subsistence in Toulouse 
alone. Tho di»asters everywhere are almost 
of equal magnitude. Tho lower part of tho 
city of Marssac, on the Tarn, is hidden un- 
der water. At Tremauletto, in tho depart- 
ment of Arriego, fivo houses only remain 
standing out of 400. 
In the district of Faix,

completely submerged, 
and ninny bodies 


havo been 
found. Crops 
of all. kinds 


throughout 
tho immediate districts have 


been destroyed. Tho troops and authorities 
aro doing everything in their power to savo 
life and properly. The rain has ceased, but 
it is feared that the melting of tho mountain 
snows will raise tho water. of the Adour slill 
higher. 


General do Cissey, minister of war, 
ac- 


companied tho President and tho minister 
of tho interior to the scone of the inunda- 
tions. Tho municipal council of Paris bas 
voted £20,000 for tho relief of Iho sufferers. 
Eighty persons were drowned in tho Vordun. 
Eight hundred houses havo fallen in Ton- 
loiise. At Bordeaux Iho Garonne is much 
swollen, but no sovious cafaslropho is re- 
ported, It is said altogolhor that over 1000 
lives woro lost in the floods.
